Compared to last week, feeder steers sold 5.00 to 10.00 higher 
and feeder heifers sold 3.00 to 8.00 higher. The supply of feeders 
was moderate to heavy with many load lots of yearlings present 
at auctions around the state this week. One of the top was sold 
early in the week at Callaway Livestock Center where a load of 
882 lb. steers brought 146.50. High markets weren’t saved only 
on yearlings however some calves also found much better prices. 
Mid-week at the Green City Livestock a draft of 42 head steers 
weighting 497 lbs. sold at 198.25. Buyers holding these types of 
orders wanted quality cattle and producers have invested to add 
this type of value. Weather has been difficult and keeping cattle 
healthy hasn’t been an easy task this year. Although much of 
north Missouri ended up with several inches of rain causing a lot 
of crop damage and flooding this past week, prior that that heat 
dryness across a lot of the state has many fighting flies and dust 
leading to runny eyes, pink eye and some sore feet.

 There were 6.3 days suitable for fieldwork for the week ending 
June 20, 2021. Temperatures last week averaged 79.4 degrees 
statewide, 5.4 degrees above normal. Precipitation averaged 0.35 
inches, 0.63 inches below normal. Topsoil moisture supply was 
rated 4 percent very short, 26 percent short, 65 percent adequate, 
and 5 percent surplus. Subsoil moisture supply was rated 2 percent 
very short, 14 percent short, 81 percent adequate, and 3 percent 
surplus. Corn condition was rated 1 percent very poor, 6 percent 
poor, 36 percent fair, 52 percent good, and 5 percent excellent. 
Soybeans planted was 92 percent complete, compared to the 5-year 
average of 86 percent. Soybeans emerged was 80 percent, com-
pared to the 5-year average of 74 percent. Soybean blooming was 1 
percent, even with the 5-year average. Soybeans condition was 
rated 5 percent poor, 39 percent fair, 51 percent good, and 5 per-
cent excellent. Cotton squaring was 47 percent, compared to the 5-
year average of 27 percent. Cotton setting bolls was 1 percent. Cot-
ton condition was rated 7 percent poor, 25 percent fair, and 68 per-
cent good. Rice condition was rated 3 percent poor, 29 percent fair, 
51 percent good, and 17 percent excellent. Winter wheat harvested 
for grain was 27 percent, compared to the 5-year average of 44 
percent. Winter wheat condition was rated 10 percent poor, 39 per-
cent fair, 45 percent good, and 6 percent excellent.
